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CAR-BUS COLLISION 
KILLS WOMAN, 41 m 


WEST LIBERTY WINS FIRST IN BETTER EASTERN KY. CONTEST 


A Louisville school teacher was 
killed and her husband injured 
seriously Sunday morning when 
the new automobile in which they 
were riding collided head-on with 
a Greyhound bus on the bridge 
across Licking River, seven miles 
east of here on U.S. 460. 

Mrs. Rilda Roark Steele, 41, of 
Louisville, died in the West Lib¬ 
erty Hospital, two hours and 15 
minutes after the collision. 

Her husband, Warren Steele, 47, 
salesman for Thurston Cooke 
Motors, Louisville, was given first 
aid at the local hospital and then 
removed to the Good Samaritan 
Hospital at Lexington where his 
condition is reported as serious. 

He suffered a head injury, a 
chest injury and a crushed left 
knee and leg. 

The collision occured near Cot¬ 
tle at 10:30 a.m. 

The 1957 model automobile the 
Steeles were riding in had only 
297 miles on its speedometer. It 
was demolished. 

The bus, traveling from Lexing¬ 
ton to Paintsville, was immobil¬ 
ized by the impact but neither its 
driver nor any passengers suffered 
injuries. 

Sheriff Aaron Lykins said 
Steele's car skidded 79 feet before 
it hit the bus on the two-lane 
bridge which spans the Licking 
River. 

Mrs. Steele was a graduate of 
the University of Kentucky and 
was a native of Perry County. 
Steele formerly lived at Harold in 
Floyd County. 

The Steeles were returning from 
Harold where they had visited 
his relatives. The bridge where 
the wreck occured is approached 
from the east at an angle, mak¬ 
ing it difficult to enter the bridge 
and pass another vehicle on it, 
even at a moderate speed. 

Mrs. Steele's body was taken 
from Potter Funeral Home here 
to Perry county for burial.

Mr. Vinson said that in 1955 as 
of December there were 270 in¬ 
dividuals in Morgan county draw¬ 
ing benefits from the social sec¬ 
urity program and the amount of 
money received by these persons 
was $9,936.00 per month. 

Mr. Vinson is in West Liberty 
each Wednesday to meet those 
interested In social security 
matters and to take applications 
and explain the program. 

He is a close relative of the late 
Honorable Fred M. Vinson, who 
was Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court and for¬ 
mer Congressman of this district.

When I visited Mordicae school 
Mrs. Irene Honn, teacher, Ira and 
Imogene Adkins had gone to West 
Liberty to get their polio shots. 
Ernest McKenzie has moved from 
Wells Hill to the Sam Keeton 
place now owned by L. B. Wells. 
He has two children, Herman j 
and Janice, who have entered the 
Mordicae school. Lawrence D~.vis 
has moved back from Ohio to his 
farm and his daughter. Phyllis 
has entered school. Rev. John E. 
Heykoop of Ezel teaches Bible 
and visits the school every two | 
weeks. The bookmobile makes j 
regular visits to the school. Three 
pupils plan to tell stories of some 
books they have read when I visit 
the school again. 

At one time there were a large 
number of children in the dis¬ 
trict. Several families lived on 
Mordicae. At this time no one 
lives on the creek, an area of 


several hundred acres and more 
than three miles in length. Re¬ 
cently saw mills have been oper¬ 
ating in the forest and hundreds 
of thousands of feet of board 
lumber have been cut and hauled 
out by truck. There is also much 
good coal in the hills and in the 
bottoms along the streams. This 
is one of the few places where 
good coal is found in the bed of 
the streams. Some strip mining 
was done^in the valley last year 
and some'very large pools of wa¬ 
ter formed. Custer Jones, who is 
one of the owners of the land, has 
been wondering how minnows 
and fish got into the pools, since 
there was no connection with the 
flowing streams.
